Some maybe ten years ago they felt because of the 

importance of the United States it might be wise to 

recognize in each of the fifty states the wildlife 

officer selected by that state and present them 

with an award, which is the reason I am here today, 

I have two awards to present today, one 

for 1978 Wildlife Officer of the Year and one for 

1979, which I believe Mr. Angelle has just selected 

in October of this year.
